But for the trial of our faith, or for oth- 
er wise purposes, God was pleased to 
withhold the showers of Grace from this 
section of bis vineyard till after the mee- 
ting of the Association in 1822. at which 
time another day was appointed tor Fast- 
ing and Prayer, for the special influence 
of the Holy Spirit on saints and sinners 
around us. Soon after the observance of 
that Fast, a glorious work of Grace com- 
menced in Bloomfield and Guildford ; and, 
us appeared by their letter to the Assocj- 
ation in 1823, there were added, by bap. 
tism, to the former church, forty two, and 
to the latter twenty-nine. 

We again appointed a special Fast ; and 
behold the set time to favour Zion came, 

The Lord heard Ephraim benoun ing 
himself and bis tender compassion was ex- 
cited. He beard the voice of our sup- 
plications and has sent a gracious answer 
of peace. In no former year. perhaps, 
have there been enjoyed so maffy and such 
powerful Revivals of Religion within the 
bounds of this Association as during the 
year past —And we feel ita duty. which 
we owe to God and to our brethren, to 
acknowledge, with unfeigned humility, 
gratitude, and holy joy, the exhibition of 
the great goodness of our heavenly Fath- 
er to this portion of his heritage. — 

In Sidney, Redfield, Winthrop, Hatlow- 
ell, Bowdoin, Lisbon, Livermore and Jay, 
the good work of grace has heen tru} 
powerful and glorious. Back-sliders have 
been reclaimed, saints refreshed, and ma- 
ny sinners hopefully converted to God. 
Andon several other churches belonging 
to this body a few mercy drops have fallen, 
which we fondly hope and fervently pray, 
may prove the commencement of au atiin- 
dant shower of grace.

The supercargo of the ship Factor, 107 davs 
from Calcutta, has arrived io this city. He} 
brings the following infurmation. The Bir 
mese war was still raging with no prospect of 
its early termination. The British army had 
been drawn from Chittagong, for the purpose 
of a general junctivp of forces in Rangoon, 
which they succeeded in capturing. Rangoon 
is the principal port of the Birman empire , has 
from 30 to 40,000 inhebitants, and contains 
some Christian missions ; among them, one of 
the American Baptist Society. The Birmese 
taking advantage of the withdrawal of the Brt- 
tish forces, had approached Chittagong. with 
ap army of upwards of 50,000 men, but hear- 
ing of the tall of Rangoon, retired towards Ava. 
The British army rescued many of the mis- 
sionaries, who had been ordered to execution 
by the Birmese commanders. The publica 
tion of the official accounts of the war had been 
suspended at Calcutta.

The fact is now well ascertained, that 
ecclesiastical historians have suflered the 
true history of the Waldenses to remain in | 
obscurity. Even in cases where they 
are not actually misrepresented by the 
omission of truth, a false colouring is giv- 
en to their character ; for they are ex- 
hibited to the world as less amiable and 
less pious than they really were. 

Mr. Jones, in his excellent history of 
the Christian Church, has very thorough- 
ly and satisfactorily investigated their 
origin and character, their progress and 
zealous devotion to the cause of truth, 
and detailed with faithfulness the numer 
ous and violent persecutions. to which 
for several centuries they were almost 
incessantly subjected. As most of your 
readers probably do not enjoy the privil- 
ege of readingthis valuable work, | am 
induced to present to them a condensed 
history of ZeTHaR. 


THE WALDENSFS AND ALBIGENSES, 


was Paulinus, bishop of Aquileia, in Italy.

ing the Divinity and eternal pre existence 
of the Son of God. lo the language of 
Dr. Allix, ** he dented what the church 
of Rome affirms with relation to many of 
its leading tenets, and affirmed what the 
church of Rome denies.” 

The early history of the Waldenses is 
so intimately connected with that of Crav- 
pe, Bishop of Turin, that we shall be 
justified in introducing here a short ac 
count of his lite, labours, and doctrines. 
This truly great man, who has not im- 
properly been called the first Protestant 
Reformer, was born in Spain. In his 
early years, he was chaplain to Lewis the 
Meck king of France and En peror of the 
west. He was even then in bigh repute 
for his knowledge of the Scriptures, and 
his distinguished talents as a preacher.
